CONGRESS GOING 
ON THE WAR STOMP 


Will Make Speeches Saying We 
Are Fighting For Future. 


Washington, Aug IO—Congress may 
turn itself into a great Chautauqua 
when It finishes work here to enlighten 
every section of the country on the 
need lor prosecuting the war vigorous 
ly. not only as a war for world de­ 
mocracy, but as a fight for American 
rights and preservation. 
President Wilson himself may "do 
his bit” In the same direction, possibly 
by a speech on some occasion or by 
a letter to congressional leaders. 
Plans are in a nebulous state, but 
all the undercurrent in offh lalquarfers 
was toward such a move. 
Congress leaders were talking of 
practically putting congress on the 
■lump by asking every representative 
and senator to go through his district 
during the recess, speaking en the part 
of the United States in the war and 
emphasizing that the United States 
Is fighting for the fir are, not of the 
world, hut of itself. 
Thoef^who favor the plan point out
